AN EFFORT TO REPEAT THE RACE 
OF 1876. 


“* Counter-Irritant Movement to the MeDonaid Bocm 
Resulted in Showing the Strenath of Tilden 
and Hendricks~Tne Rural Press of In- 
diana Catebing up the Slogan. 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 4.—There bas been a 
good deal of an attempt in a quiet way to 
work up a ‘Tilden and Hendricks’ boom in 
Indiana, and it is said forty-five weekly dem- 
ocratic county papers have already caught up 
with it. It was intended some time ago that 
this boom was to be developed as a sort of 
counter irritant, so to speak, to draw off the 
swelling from the McDonald boom, which it 
was found was assuming such dangerous pro- 
portions thus early in the season that possibly 
it might break and expend itself Before the 
time of the national convention, and so it was 
hinted that McDonald’s friends would see to 
it that there was some democratic presiden- 


tial talk about some one else-in In. 
diana for a while. But as there was 
no other presidential quantity in the 
state they needs, mustdo the next best 


thing, and as ‘“Tilden and Hendricks’ was an 
easy talking phrase, there it was. Ido not 
give this asthe genesis of this ‘‘Tilden and 
Hendricks” talk. | am only gathering up un- 
considered trifles of the past, and setting them 
forth in contiguity. Certain itis that Mr. 
Hendricks wouldu’t become a part of this talk 
to help the McDonald boom, for as to him, 
Hendricks, like lago, “doth suspect the lusty 
Moor hath leaped into his seat.”’ There is no 
necessity of going over the events of the Cin- 
cinnati convention of four years ago. It is 
enough to say that if Hendricks is willin’ it 
‘; for the same reason that Barkis 
was—he wants Peggoty. He would rather 
see himself presiding at the north end of the 
capital than see McDonaid living all over the 
white house. Iam led to these remarks by 
an interview with Mr. Hendricks just pub- 
lished in the Wabash, Indiana, Courier. Jap 
Turpen, a well known indiana newspaper 
man with a keen nose for ‘‘bhigh’’ game, did 
the interviewing, and it willbe seen that he 
vot something definite even from Mr. Hen- 
dricks’ Delphic utterance. In the beginning 
Mr. Hendricks gives satisfactory assurances 
as to his health. He “knew he wasn’t going 
to die, though some of the doctors perhaps 


thought otherwise.” He simply 
“stood greatly in need of rest. 
which a sore foot arbitrarily imposed.” 
Next Mr. Hendricks gave satisfactory 
assurance as to Mr. Tilden’s health. ‘From 
allthat be can hearitis reasonable to sup- 


ose that Tilden isin better health than he 
has been for vears.’’ ‘The average yoter may 
perhaps wonder what kind of a double bar- 
reled boom itis that has to Start out with 


two heaith certificates: but never mind. Mr. 
Hendricks then proceeded to pronounce a 
eulogy upon Mr. Tilden. To the assertion 


that every’‘ postmaster between Maine and 
California would tremble because they would 
regard the nomination of the old ticket as 
equivalent to a democratic victory,’’ Mr. 
Hendricks laughed and responded: ‘There is 
no doubt sometruth in that.’’ Right here it 
may be asked. does this mean that civil ser- 
vice reform is to. be killed if Tilden’and 
Hendricks bave the say so? Mr. Hendricks 
continued: “Mr. Tilden is one of the most re- 
markable citizens of the republic. Everything 
that he does is complete. A work to satisfy 
him must be finished. His letter of accept- 
ance was tbe treatise of a perfect master of 
the whole system of political economy.’ His 
letter to the last Cincinuati convention, every 
enemy admits, was one of the most ingenious 
documents that ever emanated from man, 
while his friends feel that it was a strong,can- 
did statement, from the highest possible plane 
of pairiotism. It is wonderful. He has lived 
down every calumny. Every slander awaken- 
ed by the prosecutions of that fellow Bliss. 
and dismissed as soon as, they ceased to be of 
any political benefit, would add to his 
strength at this time. The whole country has 
watched him closely since he was defrauded 
of the presidency, and there has been every- 
thing in his life to inspire respect. He is, in- 
deed, a great man.” a 
Then Mr. Hendricks continued. There 
seemsto bea strong sentiment in favor of 
the old ticket. Four years ago I did not re- 
alize the full force of the demand, and I re- 
ally felt that I had been in the position (vice 
president) long enough. I did not feel the 
absolute necessity of taking the second place 
It was for that reason that I declined, not 
from any hostility to Mr. Tilden.. On the 


contrary, there was no man in the gov- 
ernment whose virtues I held in higher es- 
teem.”’ 


And finally, said Mr. Hendricks, in response 
to a rehearsal that opinion had been expressed 
that he would not take the second place on 
the old ticket again: “‘When a duty is re- 
quired of us, however distasteful, it must be 
do not doubt that if the old 
ticket were renominated it would be elected.’’ 

This, I submit, is a moderately clear state- 
ment, and I think there is no doubt itis made 
in earnest, for I am sure Mr. Hendricks 
would not knowingly make it merely to help 
the McDonald boom. 


THE NEVYV RULE, 


The Civil Service Commission Meet and Talk Over 
What They Willi do. 

Wasuincton, D. C., June 4.—The civil ser- 
vice commissioners held a meeting to-day at 
which a numberof questions of detail re- 
lating to the examination of candidates for 
places in the civil service, and the applica- 
tion of new rules governing appointments 
were discussed. The most important ol these 


‘questions was what interpretation shculd be 


given to the words “‘one family,” in that 


clause of the civil service reform bill, which 
provides that when two persons of 
onefamily are employed in the civil 
service of the government no. other 


members of that family shall be eligible to an 
appointment. As the commisssoners do not 
care to examine persons who are inelegibie, 
they wish to have this question difinitely 
settled, and will ask the opinion of the at- 
torney general upon it. They desire to know 
whether ‘“‘one family’? means only parents 
and their children, or whether ‘“‘taking into 
consideration the intent of the law which 
was plainly the prevention of nepotism, the 
prohibition is to be understood as extending 
to nephews and nieces, brothers and sisters, 
grandchildren, cousins and relatives by mar- 
riage of persons holding places in the civil 
service, -

A DESTRUCTIVE CYCLONE. 


Beginning in Texas and Extending up inte Alabama— 
i ves Lest and Preperty Destroyed. _—. 


Mrmruis, June 4—A special from Decatur, 
Ala., says a cyclone swept through Butler 
county on Sunday, demolishing the houses 
on the plantation of Messrs. Betrourme Keely, 
Wilkinson, Stiles, Turner and Mrs. Weighan. 
One negro was killed and several other per- 
sons were wounded. 

GALVesTon, Texas, June 4.—A special to 
the News from Greenyille, says the tornado 
struck this place last evening in a north west- 
erly direction, with terrific force. The rain 
fell in torrents for twenty minutes, and a total 
destruction of the town seemed inevitable. 
A survey of the city shows that 150 houses 
were either biown down or moved from their 
foundation. A large number of old buildin 
were more or less damaged.. Only one life 
was lost, that of a colored child, Several per- 


}sons, however, were severly injured. The 
northern end of the Missouri Pacific railroad 
and freight depots were blown. off. The 
Methodist and colered churches were totally 
wrecked, and the Presbyterian and Baptist 
churches were badly damaged. Heavy rain- 
storms prevailed at other points, but no tor: 
nado occurred. 

St. Lovis, June 4.—The latest accounts 
direct from Greenville, Texas, regarding the 
tornado of Saturday are that the residences 
of A. T. Strong, K. L. Lowenstein and Wm. 
Wolfinberger, were torn to pieces but none of 
the inmates were seriously injured. A large 
number of houses, resting on blocks and 
posts, were blown down or twisted off their 
supports, and more or less damaged,” But 
very few of the occupants were hurt. A 
large amount of goods were damaged by the 
water being blown into the stores, 


THE TEXAN GAMBLERS. 


The Legislative Card-players Indicted-Crimes and 
Casualties. 

Sr. Lovis, Jane 4.—A dispatch trom Aus- 
tin, Texag says the grand jury has indicted 
from iorty to tifty members of the legislature 
for gambling. Quitea number of those in- 
dicted, have left money with the counsel to 
plead guilty and pay the minimum fine, 
rather than to stand trial in court. Another 
despatch from the ‘same place says some one 
entered county clerk’s office Saturday night 
and stole all the indictments returned by the 
grand jury, for violations of the gambling 
law, including those against the members of 
the legislature. There is no clue to the thief 
but sporting circles are greatly elated. 

GaLveston, June 4.—A special to the News 
from San Antonio, says: Major Wasson, de- 
faulting army paymaster, in an elaborate ad- 
dress to the court will plead guily to the em- 
zlement of $5,400, but will resist charge of em- 
bezzling $18,000 which amount he claims to 
have lost. ; 

Auburn, N. Y., June 4.—At 1:20 o'clock 
this morning, twoconvicts gotoutof their 
cells in the prison here. - The guard on the 
gallery above saw a shadow on the wali, and 
fired. The convicts returned two shots from 
revolvers, and ran to their ceils, where they 
were found to be in possession of revolvers, 
jimmies, saws and otherimplements. Their 
names are Elton Bowen, whois undergoing a 
sentence of twenty years for rape, committed 
in Onandaga county, and Henry Roberts, who 
is serving twelve vears for burglary in Tioga 


county. Exit from cells was made by driil- 
ing Ol] the lock bar on the door. No one was 
hurt. 


Ariantic, Iowa, June 4.—Frank Brown 
and Jolin Anderson, two desperadoes and 
members of what is known as the Crooked 
Creek gang, pursued a course of intimidation 
in the town-ot Wista fur three hours on Sun- 
day, firing revolvers promiscuously and crea- 
ting other disturbances. They were finally 
met by an armed body of citizens, who Open- 
ed fire, shooting Anderson dead ani fatally 
wounding Brown.

Carbello murdered young Leffingwell at Dry 
Grove, Miss., some years ago, but escaped 
punishment by the death of the onlv witness.

Village, Arkansas, F. P, Murphey was mur- 
‘dered by Fred Rotarc and Gus Ketchings. 
The murderers are about twenty years of age. 
Both escaped. 

SAVANNAH, June 4.—Granville F. Burke, 
who, before the war, was ene of the most no- 
torious counterfeiters in the country, shot 
and killed Henry Madison, ferryman on the 
Suwannee river at Bransford, Fia,, Saturday 
night.

Provipencsz, June 4.—Notice has been post- 
ed in the Lippitt woolen mill at Woodstocket 
announcing that the mill closes on the 16th 
for an indefinite period. It is reported that 
the Evans & Leagrave mili at Waterford, 
Mass., will shut about the same time. 

Havana, June 4.—Zorrilla & Co., bankers, 
who suspended payments a few days ago, 
have issued a circular announcing liquidation 
of their business.

PRIVATE POSTAL ROUTES. 


Judge Wallace Rolds that Individuals Must Not Com- 
pete With the Gevernment. 

New York, June 4.—In an action by Mary 
Blackbam, proprietor of the Boyd’s City Dis- 
yatch, who employs about fifty carriers col- 
feoting and delivering letters in this city, 
against Postmaster General Gresham, Post- 
master Pearson, Special Inspector Louis New- 
come, and others, for an injunction to re- 
strain the defendants from interfering with 
her business, Judge Wallace, in the United 
States circuit court to-day, denied a motion 
foran injunction. In his decision Judge 
Wallace holds that the routes of the post. 
office letter carriers are postal routes, and 
that the establishment of a private convey- 
ance for Jetters or packets over them is in 
violation of the statutes. The law declaring 
such establishment of private postal deliveries 
is not, he holds, unconstitutional. 


MARBLE FOR TAYLOR. 


A Statue fer the President Whe Evelved Himseecif 
Out of the Mexican War 

LovisviLLe, June 4.—In about one month 
the marble statue of General Zachary Taylor 
will be unveiled at his grave, eight miles from 
this city. All survivors of the Mexican war 
are to he invited tathe ceremonies. General 
Thomas L. Crittenden, who served on the staff 
of Genera! Taylor in Mexico,has been invited 
to deliver the oration, but no response 
has yet been received. Yesterday General 
Taylor, who is a near relative of President 
Taylor, invited General Grant to attend the 
unveiling. The ex-president said he would 
be present if possible. The exact day of the 
ceremonies cannot be fixed asthe statue has 
not yet arrived from Italy.

LITE RANKS. 


Mr. MeCoan Does Not Want to ba in the Same Party 
With O’Kelly—Archbishop Orcks Grows Pru-

Dvsuwn, June 4.~—Mr. McCoan, member of 
parliament for Wicklow, in a letter to Mr. 
Parnell informing him of his withdrawal 
from the Parnellite party, says that his rea- 


ty, besides offense at Mr. Parnell s action in 
his (McCoan’s) affair with Mr. O'Kelly, is 
that its aims and methods have long ceased 
to be those to which he subscribed three 
years ago. He cannot, therefore, conscien- 
tiously remain in it. McCoan has also written 
a letter to the Freeman’s Journal of Dublin, 
regarding his withdrawal from the Parnellite 
party. Init he saysthe aims of four or five 


gentlemen, who obviously force Mr. Par- 
nell’s hand, have long developed beyond the 
policy of honest land reform and federal home 
rule. He says he cannot continue to main- 
tain even dominal relations with veiled com- 
munism and rebellion. He asserts that there 
are other men in the party who think as he 
does, but they are cowed by fear for. their 
seats in the house of commons, which is hard 
to understand in Honest men. Mr. McCoan 
says he will not shrink from asking the judg- 
meat of his constituents on his action.

ARCHBISHOP CROKE. 


Archbishop Croke yesterday visited Tipper- 
ary, one of the parishes in his diocese.

CAREY MUST GO. 

James Carey and other informers, who tes- 
tified at the trials here of the Phenix park 
murderers, have been Potified that they must 
indicate the places out of the country to 
which they which they wish to be sent. Ca- 
rey, in reply, protested that he would remain 
in Dublin, but the anthorities pointed out to 
him that he would receive no police protec- 
tion, and that on no condition would he be 
allowed to remain in Ireland. It is inferred 
from this action that extradition proceedings 
in the case of Walsh, Sheridan and Tynan are 
collapsing. 

HARRINGTON IN COURT.

The government, he said, 
were aware of the willingness of the duke of 
Albany to render service to his crown and 
country. He added that this feeling did the 
duke the highest honor.

A Natural Phenomenon, 
From the Hawkinsville News.

fore enacted, by the aforesaid authority, that 
it shall not be lawful for above three slaves 
to «6©meet) «together at any time, nor at 
any other place than when it shall 


happen they meet in some ser 


vile employment for their masters’ and mis- 
tresses’ profit, and by their masters’ and mis- 
tresses’ consent, upon penalty of being whipt 
upon the naked back, at the discretion of any 
one justice of the peace, not exceeding forty 
lashes for each offense. It was also provided 
that ‘each town and manor might appoint a 
common whipper for their slaves, the sum to 
be paid him for whipping them not to exceed 


three shillings per head.’ 


The privilege of associating together dur- 
ing the week, beginning with Whitsunday,

THE OLD PARADE GROUND. 


The feast of Pentecost on Whitsuntide was 
generally called Pinksterfeest by the Dutch. 
The holiday originated in the early years of 
the Catholiccburch. The approach of Pink- 
ster was indicated in Troy by the erection of 


temporary booths, tents and dancing fioors, 


on the old parade ground, east of the line of 
Fourth street,between Broadway and Congress 
street running eastward to the brook, on the 
line of Sixth street. Pinkster Monday was 


the inaugural day of the week’s round 
of gayeties! The occasion was attended with 
all the excitement of a gala day. The Afri- 
ean and the Indian, the Hollander and the 


Englishman met here on the lower planes of 
social life, each able tospeak a distinct lan- 


ruage, but all talking Engiish. He that had 


been kidnapped on the Congo and conveyed

Temptation in various, shapes and guises 
sets its traps successfully for a great many 
people in this wide worlc, but for none more 
successfully than that large class of industri- 
yus citizens who make their diving by the 
skill of their hands and the strength of their 
muscles.

The great majority of the workingmen do 
not yield, but those wko d» represent 
units of vital importance to the families that 
depend upon them for support, for comfort 
and happiness. Those who thus fall victims 
to the species of temptation that makes Sat- 
urday night lively for the bar-room are pre- 
cisely those who would thrive if they were 
not tempted. They are industrious, and they 
possess the purpose and intent of thrift. 
They simply yield to a desire for a specia) 
form of relaxation which is apt to breed in 
the brains uf those who are compelled to do 
manual labor six days in the week. They 
are the very men who most need their wages. 
and it seems to us that their fellow workmen 
and employers should interest themselves in 
the matter and make an effort to providea 
remedy. °

BRADSTREET ON COrTON, 


The Prospect for the Seasen’s VYield—An Increased 
Acreage Reperted, and Generally Late Pianting. 

NEW YorRK, June 1,~The reports concerning the 
growing cotton crop to Bradstreet's of to-day consist 
of mail returns to May isth and telegraphic ad- 
vices to date. Including telegrams, the replies re- 
ceived number 1,073. These come from 592 coun- 
ties, representing 97 per cent of the cotton-growing 
regions. Having regard to the area reported and 
the thoroughness of the replies, this is the most sat 
isfactory cotton crop report yet received, 

The total acreage reported agregales 15,944,677 
acres, Al @verage increase of 5 per cent, as compar- 
ed with the acreage of 1832. In the 592 counties re- 
ported, 323 correspondents say the weather is good, 
427 that it is fair and 31! thatit is bad. There are 164 
replies saying that plauting is finished, 597 that it 
was expected to be finished between May ist and 
May 15, and 268 that it will be finished between 
May 15th and June ist. The condition of the 
stands isreported good by 42! correapondents, fair 
by 433 and bed by 104. The condition of 
labor is reported good by 620 correspondents, fair 
by 344 and bad by 167. The largest increas in acre- ) 
age isin Texas,8 percent. Florida and Tennessee

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MORMONISM IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
From the New York Times. . 

CHARLOTTE, June 2.—The progress of Mormonism 
in North Carolina is causing much alarm. In the 
rural districts remote from towns wily missionaries 
are at work seducing the ignorant into their 
meshes. In Gaston and Rutherford counties 
especiaily is this work being carriedon. There is 
a band of 17 Mormon missionaries scattered around 
this section, who keep up no public tntercourse but 
meet quietly and compare notes of progress and 
give each other points. Their principal method 
is to tramp through the country and call 
at houses on the way for a drink of water. If they 
find at home women whose weakness they think 
they can impose upon they will strike up a conver- 
sation and graduaily turn it into the channel they 
want. They appointa meeting in the neighbor 
hood, inviting only those Whom they think 
will .be <easy subjects of conversion. Once 
in the meetings morbid feeling and curiosi 
ty lead them on until the work is done. Before being 
admitted the converts are baptized by immersion, 
and this fact finds suceess with votaries of Baptist 
tendencies. The baptismsare alwaysin the night 
time, and dupes are required to be in a state of 
nudity. The half dozen counties adjoining 
Rutherford are the special fields of these 
impesters. Among the more prominent of these 
preachers are William Dorten and Jabez Brentwell. 
Taey have converted 37,15 of whom they have al- 
ready sent to Utah. Not long ago, two. apostles, 
passing a fieid in which were two white women 
plowing, halted them, had a short conver- 
cation,and within half an hour took them to 
a pond near by and baptized them, when 
they returned to their plowing, and the next day 
they were on their way to Utah. This ofly shows 
how easily these ignorant creatures are duped, and 
as the field of operations is being continuaily en- 
larged, the question is becoming one of grave in- 
terest which the legislature will be called upon to 
settle. The emigration to Utah does not represent 
tae fullextent of the evildone. Whole communi 
ties give up other church relations and become 
What may be called semi-Mormons, laying the 
groundwork formore pronounced Mormonism nere- 
after. It is from this demorolized element which re- 
mains at home that the trouble will come.

ARRESTED FOR FORGERY. 


J. M. Sim mons Arrested for Ralsing a Piece of Ex- 
change in Marion, N. ©. 

D. D. Suttles, sheriff of Cleveland county, 
N.C., assisted by Officer Jos. Green, of the 
Atlanta police force, incarcerated in the city 
prison yesterday a man against whom there 
is the charge of forgery. The prisoner has 
been sailing underthe nameof J. mM. Sim- 
mons, but his right name is believed to be C, 


G. Becitler, and he was capiured near 
Roswell, in Cobb county, yesterday 
morniny. Concerning the affair 


which caused the arrest, Sheriff Suttles says 
that about the middleof May, H. D. Lee& Co., 
bankers, at Macon, N. C.. cashed a piece of 


exchange on 2 New York bank, drawn 
by the National bank of Greenville, 
for$1,200. The cheek was payable to’ J. M. 


Simmors but the money was paid to a young 
man named Mason, who presented the check 
to the bank. With the check Mason bore a 
letter from Simmons asking Mr. Lee to give 
him $0 and exchange for $300. He 
stated in the latter that 
he was unable tocome in person as he was 
busily engaged at the mica mines, some miles 
from Marion, buying up land. After the 
money was paid to Mason it was ascertained 
that the exchange had been raised from $20 
to $1,200 and Mason’s arrest soon followed. It 
was then ascertained that Simmons by va- 
rious devices secured Mason to present the 
i|check while he waited near Marion in the 
woods ior his return. A _ correspondence 
with the Greenville, SC, bank devel- 
oped the fact that in January two pieces of 
exchange had been issued J. M. Simmons, one 
for } and one for $20. The one cashed was 
the original $20 piece which had been skill- 
fully raised to $1200. Immediately after the 
forgery fiad been detected, Sheritf Sutties be- 
gan follawing Simmons and for a week chased 
him through North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Georgia. Saturday Simmons passed through 
Atlanta enroute to Roswell. The next day 
SheriffSuttles reached Atlanta and laying his 
ca‘e before Chief Connolly secured the aid of 
Officer Green who helped to locate Simmons 
at Roswell.

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THE NATIONAL. GUARDS’ UNION 
MEETING IN ATLANTA. 


The Troops From Various Sections Meet in Atlanta— 
Reveived by the Colored Military—Ihe Exer- 
cises Yisterdey Form an Interesting 
Occasion—To.Day’s Programme, 


The third biennial convention of the nat- 
ional colored military convened in Atlanta 
yesterday. Sunday morning the visiting 
companies began pouring into the city, the 
last company to arrive, being the Marietta 
Light Infantry, which came down last night. 
The visiting companies were met at the depot 
by the Atlanta military and escorted to quar- 
ters secured for the _ occasion. 
The com panies represented are 
the Columbus Volunteers, of Columbus, un- 
der the command of Captain John R. Davis; 
the Star Guards, of Rome, commanded by 
Captain T. B. Higzanbotham; the Washing- 
ton Greys, Washington, Georgia, under com- 
mand of Captain Thornton Turner; the Light 


Infantry, under the command of Captain 
Howard Fair; Governor's Volunteers, At- 
lanta, commanded by Captain Jackson Mc- 
Henry; Fulton Guards, commanded by Cap- 
tain Andrew Hill; Capital Guards, under 
command of Captain.C. C,. Wimbish; Geor 
gia Cadets, commanded by Captain Moses H. 
Bentley, and the Atlanta Light Infantry, 
commanded by Captain James Simonton. 
General J. C. Clawson, Colonel James A. Wil- 
liams and Captain McKinly, of South Caro- 
lina, and Colonel W. H. Burzey ef St. Louis 
and Captain J. N. Conna of Kansas City, are
